very legible hand. 

Comprising a general treatise on wounds and 
diseases of the body ; the author deals at some 
length with the wounds caused by arrows, 
quarrels, etc., and then passes to various 
humours and diseases; there is an interesting 
chapter on blood letting, which veins to cut and 
at what part of the year to cut them, enclosed
